Soviets  Pressure  West 
For  December  Meet 

MOSCOW’,  Oct.  23 — (UPI)— The  Soviet  gov- 
ernment put  new  pressure  on  the  West  today  to 
hurry  up  a summit  conference.  It  said  “The  earli- 
er a summit  meeting  is  called  the  better  it  will 
be  for  the  cause  of  peace.” 

Speaking  apparently  to  a reluctant  France, 
the  official  Tass  news  agency  issued  a statement 
declaring  the  Russian  -position  on  the  East-West 
Italics  “remains  unchanged.”  Russia  considers 
| such  a conference  “necessary  and  is  ready  for 
| such  a meeting."  Tass  said. 

THE  SOVIETS  thus  sided  with  the  reported 
j positions  of  President  Eisenhower  and  British 
| Prime  Minister  Harold  Macmillan,  who  want  an 
| early  summit,  and  against  French  President 
I Charles  De  Gaulle,  who  wants  to  wait  until 
spring. 

De  Gaulle  is  also  reported  to  want  a personal 
I session  with  Russia’s  Nikita  Khrushchev  before 
any  Big  Four  session. 

THE  TASS  statement  followed  disagreement 
among  the  Western  allies  on  the  date  of  the  pro- 
jected East-West  meeting.

Castro’s  Foes 
Throw  Bombs/ 
Drop  Leaflets 


HAVANA,  Oct.  22— (UPI)— 
An  air  battle  over  Havana  and 
bombings  throughout  the  city 
last  night  climaxed  an  upsurge 
of  opposition  to  Premier  Fidel 
Castro  that  put  one  of  his  top 
aides  in  prison  and  drove  anoth- 
er to  suicide. 


At  least  two  Cubans  were  kill- 
ed here  and  more  than  30  were 
injured  by  gunfire  from  war- 
planes trying  to  shoot  down  a 
plane  that  flew  over  the  city 
at  dusk,  dropping  leaflets  that 
denounced  alleged  communist 
influence  on  the  Castro  regime. 

So  far  as  is  known,  the  leaflet 
raider  was  not  hit. 


Other  persons  were  believed 
to  have  been  injured  by  motor- 
ized raiders  who  sped  through 
the  city  later  last  night,  tossing 
home-made  bombs  or  hand  gre- 
nades out  of  the  windows  of 
their  cars.

Castro  Fulfills  Aim 
Asserts  Y Student 

Editor's  note:  This  is  the  third  in  a 
series  of  articles  on  Cuba  by  Diane  Hatch, 
ASBYU  senate  president.  It  .treats  the 
problem  of  holding  elections  in  Cuba  and 
deals  with  some  of  the  conditions  that 
existed  there  during  the  Batista  regime.

In  Cuba  today,  Fidel  Castro 
has  authority  over  the  law.  One 
of  our  main  questions  therefore 
was:  When  will  the  revolution 
progress  to  the  point  that  law 
will  have  authority  over  Fidel? 

There  are  many  people 
throughout  the  world  claiming 
that  Fidel  is  as  much  a dictator 
as  Batista  ever  was.  Why  isn’t  an 
election  held? 

WE  LEARNED  that  as  much 
of  - a government  as  possible  has 
been  set  up  without  an  election. 
Plans  are  definitely  being  made 
for  an  election  to  be  held  in 
four  years. 

There  are  three  main  reasons 
why  an  election  is  unwise  or  im- 
possible until  then: 

1.  Drastic  changes  have  been 
made  and  are  still  needed  within 
many  areas  of  the  government. 
With  from  50  to  87  per  cent  illit- 
eracy in  Cuba,  the  people  have 
no  means  whereby  they  can  in- 
telligently vote  for  capable  men. 
Huge  educational  facilities  are 
currently  being  prepared  to  con- 
quer this  last  tyranny  of  Cuba — 
illiteracy.  A military  camp  was 
dedicated  as  an  elementary 
school  for  10,000  while  we  were 
there. 

2.  The  constitution  requires 
that  a census  be  taken  prior  to 
an  election.  This  would  require 
the  services  of  technical  men 
who  are  just  not  available  at  the 
present  time  in  Cuba,  as  well  as 
at  least  2 years  of  time,  accord- 
ing to  a conservative  estimate 
from  the  American  Embassy 
there. 

3.  There  is  no  question  in  any- 
one’s mind  (even  that  of  Fidel’s 
worst  enemy)  that  Fidel  Castro 
would  win  an  election  in  Cuba 
hands  down.  He  has  the  faith 
and  trust  of  the  people  which  he 
is  using  to  put  through  his  re- 
forms. An  election  at  this  time 
would  be  merely  an  unnecessary 
formality. 

THIS  BRINGS  us  to  the  ques- 
tion, “Why  are  the  Cuban  peo- 
ple so  grateful  to  Fidel?  What 
was  the  Batista  regime  like?” 

It  was  difficult  for  us  to  be- 
lieve the  tales  of  atrocities  com- 
mitted by  Batista  until  they  had 
been  verified  over  and  over  ag- 
ain by  the  students  we  met. 

Hundreds  of  students  were 


killed — some  shot  in  their  beds, 
others  were  arrested  and  never 
heard  from  again  or  were  found 
shot  on  ro^ds  outside  of  Havana. 
One  student  was  found  with  59 
bullet  holes  in  his  body.  The 
leaders  of  most  student  groups 
were  killed  or  were  forced  into 
hiding. 

OF  THE  MANY  who  were  im- 
prisoned, one  managed  to  smug- 
gle a letter  out  describing  his 
arrest  and  treatment.  He  was 
taken  to  the  Bureau  of  Investi- 
gations and  subjected  to  the 
“worst  humiliations  you  can  im- 
agine.” He  was  kept  in  a cell 
measuring  20  meters  by  5 met- 
ers which  contained  76  prison- 
ers. 

THE  STUDENT  union  of  Cuba, 
the  FEU,  communicated  the  fol- 
lowing from  Miami  in  April, 
j 1957: 

The  Cuban  picture  could  not 
be  more  tragic.  There  is  /no 
Constitution,  there  is  no  law, 
there  is  no  respect  for  human 
life.  People  are  tortured  and 
assassinated  as  if  there  were 
no  law  courts.  All  individual, 
political,  cultural  and  human 
rights  are  violated;  there  is  no 
freedom  of  assembly,  nor  of 
association,  nor  of  the  press. 

The  inviolability  of  the  do- 
micile is  ignored  as  well  as 
that  of  correspondence  and 
communication.  The  three  of- 
ficial universities  in  Havana, 
j Las  Villas  and  Oriente  are  in- 
active and  surrounded  by  pub- 
s lie  force  to  prevent  entrance. 

Inactive  as  well  are  all  the 
; centers  of  secondary  educa- 
tion and  primary  instruction  is 
seriously  disturbed, 
j Because  of  the  many  student 
deaths  and  imprisonments  and 
I inactivity  of  the  universities,  the 
i Cuban  students  became  a very 
vital  and  active  part  of  the  rev- 
olution. If  there  is  a martyr  of 
the  revolution  it  is  Jose  Antonio 
Echeverria,  ex-President  of  the 
FEU,  who  was  shot  down  while 
running  to  the  university  fol- 
lowing an  attack  on  the  place. 

ALMOST  EVERY  student  I 
met  at  the  University  of  Havana 
had  fought  in  the  revolutionary 
forces.  It  was  from  them  I learn- 
ed of  the  part  the  United  States 
had  played  in  this  bloody  revo- 
lution. I could  well  understand 
their  resultant  attitude  toward 
the  U.  S.  government.

A proposal  to  take  traffic 
court  jurisdiction  out  of  the! 
hands  of  faculty  and  to  set  up  a j 
student  court  was  presented 
Thursday  morning  to  the  Dean 
if  Student’s  office. 

Petitioning  Dean  Reid  for  ap- 
proval of  the  plan  was  ASBYU 
Supreme  Court  Chief  Justice 
Stan  Taylor. 

SPECIFICALLY,  Taylor  sug- 
gested that  the  student  Supreme 
Court  should  establish  an  “in- 
ferior” student  traffic  court.  This 
court  would  handle  traffic  tick- 
et appeals  and  also  the  problem 
if  recurrent  violators  (presently 
handled  by  University  Standards 
Committee). 

Advantages  of  the  new  pro-  I 


posal,  listed  by  Taylor,  include 
! relieving  the  faculty  of  the  time- 
! consuming  function  and  the  ob- 
servation that  a student  traffic 
court  is  more  in  keeping  with 
che  general  theory  of  student 
government. 

TAYLOR  ALSO  believes  that 
students  would  be  more  willing 
.o  submit  to  student  action  than 
to  faculty  or  administrative  ac- 
tion. 

One  problem  which  the  plan 
generates  is  what  to  do  about 
faculty  violations. 

“I  am  sure  that  faculty  mem- 
bers would  not  want  to  submit 
to  student  jurisdiction.”  said 
Tavlor,  “but  I hone  that  we  will 
soon  be  able  to  suggest  a good 
! solution  to  this  problem.”

The  place  is  the  scene  shop,

ips. 

p , THEY  WOULD  be  more  than 
happy  to  take  interested  students . 
through  the  scene  shop  where 
'all  props,  scenery,  and  back- 
drops used  in  school  pioductions 
are  constructed  and  painted, 
they  reported! 

Making  scenery  is  not  all  fun! 
Pine  slats  must  be  tacked  to- 
gether  to  form  a supporting 
framework  on  which  stretched, 
unbleached  muslin  is  spread. 

A WATER-GLUE  mixture 
called  size  water  is  then  coated 
on  the  muslin  to  make  it  tighten 
over  the  pine  slats.  Powder  paint 
is  mixed  with  size  water  to  make 
the  paint  stick  to  the  muslin  and 
then  applied  to  the  prop. 

Details  in  the  actual  painting 
are  left  out,  according  to  design- 
er Hansen,  as  they  are  not  as 
important  as  the  overall  effect. 

THE  APPLICANT  will  also 
find  that  scenery  is  constructed 
only  for  school  departmental 
plays,  the  annual  opera,  and  Or- 
chesis  Dance  Festival.

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Indian  Grad 
Finds  Jobs 
Hard  to  Get

Prospective  college  graduates 
who  think  that  their  sheepskin 
will  automatically  entitle  them 
to  a high  paying  job  and  a life 
of  peace  and  security  will  do 
well  to  take  note  of  the  case  of 
Miss  Reva  Dutt. 

Miss  Dutt  graduated  from  a 
university  With  a degree  in  soc- 
iology.  She  returned  for  two  ad- 
vanced university  certificates  in 
different  fields.  For  10  years 
she  was  unemployed.  Then  she 
got  work  as  a tour  guide. 

THE  PICTURE  isn’t  quite  as 
bleak  as  it  might  seem,  at  least 
for  Americans.  Miss  Dutt  hap- 
pens to  be  from  Calcutta,  India. 
She  was  a victim  of  one  of  In- 
dia’s two  staggering  problems — 
unemployment  and  refugee  in- 
flux. 

At  the  present  time  Miss  Dutt 
is  attending  the  Brigham  Young 
University  working  for  a mas- 
ter’s degree  in  Human  Develop- 
ment and  Family  Relations.  She 
is  minoring  in  sociology,  and 
continuing  her  schooling  through 
a BYU  scholarship. 

THE  UNEMPLOYMENT  prob- 
lem which  forced  Miss  Dutt  to 
work  as  a tour  guide,  proved  to 
be  a boon  in  the  long  run.  While 
taking  a group  of  American 
tourists  around  Calcutta,  Miss 
Dutt  met  Dr.  Harvey  Fletcher, 
world  renowned  scientist  and 
BYU  professor. 

Dr.  Fletcher  took  an  interest 
in  Miss  Dutt  and  conversed  with 
her  extensively  during  his  stay 
in  India.  It  was  he  who  arrang- 
ed the  scholarship  and  helped 
Miss  Dutt  come  to  the  United 
States. 

THE  DARK-EYED  student 
was  born  in  Chittagong,  East 
Pakistan.  She  was  raised  there 
and  later  went  to  Calcutta  where 
she  graduated  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Calcutta.  She  was  born 
into  the  Hindu  religion  but  la- 
ter embraced  the  Brahmo  faith. 
Believers  in  Brahmo,  according 
to  Miss  Dutt,  pray  only  to  the 
One  God,  and  do  not  worship 
idols. 

The  Brahmo  religion  was 
founded  on  three  specific  doc- 
trines: 1.  Elimination  of  child 
marriages,  2.  Encouraging  wid- 
ows to  marry,  3.  Doing  away 
with  the-  dowry  system  for  mar- 
riages. The  faith  was  introduced 
by  Raia  R*rr>  Motion  Roy. 

MISS  DUTT  lives  in  an  off 
campus  apartment  with  Ameri- 
can roommates.  She  says  that 
there  are  many  things  which  will 
take  some  time  to  get  used  to. 
American  food  is  especially 
strange  to  her.  Eating  habits  are 
also  different.  In  India  she  was 
accustomed  to  eating  five  meals 
a day  instead  of  three. 

BRINGING  MUCH  of  her  Cul- 
ture with  her,  Miss  Dutt  wears 
the  traditional  national  costume, 
sisting  of  ankle  length  skirt, 
sandals,  serape  and  gold  jew-  , 
elry. 

“Americans,”  she  says,  “are 
Wonderful,  friendly  people.”
